Navy and Ariuy Pay Splendid Trlbut* 


to th* Dead Sovereigu, Mile* of 
Warships B«Uo\vlnj Salute to the 
Royal Yacht*—Seeues aud Incident* 
ot the Journey—London'* Display. 
C-owes, Isle of Wight, Feb. 1.—With 


pomp and ceremony the mortal re- 
mains of Queen Victoria were taken 
from Osborne palace at 3 p. m. today 
and started on the journey to the 
mainland. Thousands of people wit- 
nessed the impreasiYe exercises, and 
assisted in paying their tribute to the 
dead queen. The spectacle was oae of 
splendor. 


It was nearly 4 p. m.-when the royal 


coffin was placed on board the yacht 
Alberta. The mile and a half of road 
outside the town of Bast Cowes and 
separating Osborne from Trinity pier 
is a typical country thoroughfare. Th6 
troops that lined it had difficult work. 
The coffin, the military spectacle and 
the other attendant features inspired 
intense interest and emotion, but what 
created greater interest for the dense 
multitudes was the fact that Queen 
Alxandria and the princesses of royal 
blood walked down the muddy road 
and through the narrow streets to the 
| water's edge. 


Amid the boom o! cannon, the royal 


yachts started on the journey to the 
mainland. Ten miles of warships, the 
pick of the iiritish, French and ^Ger- 
man, navies, paid" a last magnificent 
tribute to the dead sovereign. Through. 
a stately double row formed by the 
warships passed the yachts, each craft 
saluting the Alberta as she passed. 


The body will be landed at Gdsport 


Pageant at fjondon. 


London, Feb. 1.—On Saturday, Feb. 


2, a guard of honor will be mounted at 
the London stations, Victoria and Par- 
tington, and at Buckingham palace. 
At 9 o'clock precisely the royal coffin 
will be removed from Portsmouth to 
London, arriving at Victoria at 11 
o'clock. On i^s arrival in London the 
royal coffin will be removed from the 
carriage by an officer and 12 men of 
the Grenadier guards, placed on a gun 
carriage, and the crown and cushion 
will be laid thereon. The procession 
will then move. There will be a mag- 
nificent military display. Royalty will 
ride in carriages, and every nation on 
earth will have its representatives in 
line. 


The managers of ttie London after- 


noon papers have decided unanimously 
to suspend publication Saturday, so 
that those, who are not able to witness 
the funeral scenes will have to wait 
until Sunday for the descriptions. Such 
a suspension, except oh Good Friday, 
is almost without a precedent. It will 
serve to emphasize the solemnity of a 
great occasion. The Daily Mail recalls 
that on the occasion of the funeral of 
Queen Elizabeth, no foreigner followed 
the bier with the exception of the 
French ambassador, and it adds that 
"now 
all Europe will accompany the 


bier of the mother of sovereigns." 


Today is a uay of complete national 


mourning, not only in London but 
throughout the provinces and the col- 
onies. There was a general closing 
of shops and a suspension of business, 
as well as the holding of memorial 
services. The directors of the North' 
eastern railway system of England or- 
dered that at 2:30 p. m., the hour ap- 
pointed for the funeral at Windsor, all 
trains shall be. brought to a standsill 
and every servant of the company shall 
remain motionless for 10 minutes.

Future of Democracy. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—The house 


passed the fortifications appropriation 
bill and made fair progress with the 
postoffice appropriation bill. 
During

notable speech upon the future of the 
Democratic party, in which he made 
strong plea for the necessity of united 
Democracy, and counseled the burial 
of the hatchet and the welcoming back 
of those who in .the last two presiden- 
tial'campaigns have declined to sup- 
port the nominees of the party. Many 
amendments were ottered lo the post- 
office appropriation bill in the interest 
of various claims of postofflce em- 
ployes, but they all went down before 
points of order raised by Mr. L<oud, 
the chairman of the postoffiee commit- 
tee, who was in charge of the bill. 


Aimed at Bribe-Givers. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—Representative 


Lentz of Ohio introduced in the house 
a bill entitled "A bill to promote the 
purity of elections." It provides that 
in presidential and congressional elec- 
tions bribe-givers or offerers of bribes 
on conviction shall be subject to pay a 
fine of $500 to $1,000, shall be impris- 
oned and be disfranchised for from 
five to 15 years, and be, during that 
period, disqualified from holding elec- 
tive office. The bribe-taker or the per- 
son offered the bribe shall receive one- 
half O'f the fine and not be punishable. 
The bill alsp provides that no person 
or corporation shall contribute to any 
campaign fund for the use outside of 
the district in which he or it resides, 
and prescribes heavy penalties for vio- 
lations.

Situation In Venezuela. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—A report from 


Minister Loomis at Caracas indicates 
that the revolution is near an end in 
the opinion of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment, in view of a decisive victory 
gained over the revolutionists near 
Carunpano. The Venezuelan govern- 
ment has declined to prevent the local 
officials in the province of Bermudez 
from acting toward taking possession 
of the New York-Bermudez concession 
at Pitch lake, and these local officials 
have demanded the surrender of the 
arms and ammunition belonging to the 
asphalt people.

New York, Feb. 1.—The explosion in 


the cigar factory of the W. Wicke 
company in Bast Thirty-first street, by 
"which over 20 persons were injured, 
was followed by one of the fiercest con- 
flagrations New York has witnessed in 
many years, causing an estimated loss 
of $1,500,000. The burned area, in gen- 
eral, took in about one city block. The 
Wicke company's building, the build- 
ing abutting it from Thirty-second 
street and several tenement houses 
were among the destroyed buildings. 
Several lumber yards in the vicinity 
were considerably damaged. The fire 
was witnessed by immense crowds of 
people, aud it is said was the most 
spectacular one New York has ever 
seen. 


The panic-stricken occupants of a 


number of tenements threatened by 
flre w^ere assisted out by policemen and 
firemen. The, fire abounded in thrilling 
incidents, but only a few persons were 
injured, none seriously. 


Town Swept by'Fire. 


Fargo, N. D., Feb. 1.—The business 


portion of Fort Abercrombie, 30 miles 
south of Fargo, was destroyed by fire, 
which is reported, to have been started 
by an overturned lamp in a machinery 
house. Both the telephones, and tele- 
graph are grounded, but messages from 
adjoining towns state that the flre was 
brought under control after 11 busi- 
ness houses were destroyed. These in- 
clude the bank, postoffiee, Milwaukee 
depot, elevator and two .implement 
warehouses, three general stores, drug 
store and telephone exchange. All the 
business places on the south side of 
the main street were burned. The loss 
is placed at from $80,000 to $90,000. 


Theater iiurned. 


Kansas City, Feb. 1.—Fire destroyed 


the" Coates opera house, the principal 
theater of Kansas City, and occupying 
a detached building. Walker White- 
Bide and his company, playing "Heart 
and Sword," had just concluded the 
evening performance-when some of the 
actors discovered /that the building was 
on fire, the flames enveloping the 
whole, rear part of the theater, in a few 
moments.
